If som e few people or communities still hanker for Chis brand 
Of daylight savings time, let them adopt the plan of many a fam ­ 
ily o f Brainerd, by shoving the alarm clock ahead.

extra half hour of time on one’s minds. 
This helps to get tile 
children ready for school and gives Pa ample time to make hi.s 
daily wage job.
